The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejection 
based on Sauke in view of Fabinski has been overcome for the following reasons. 
Sauke shows a system with a single reference chamber, having both isotopic species. 
However, each of the 2 reference wavelengths is responsive only to one of the species 
in the chamber. As such, when splitting it into 2 chambers, as taught by Fabinski, there 
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would be no reason to include both species in each reference chamber, as each 
wavelength is only responsive to one of the species.
